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in my capacity as a counterintelligence 
agent, and kaving been in charge of counter-espionage 
operations (until approximately 1°51) in West Berlin, 
I had firsthand knowledge of the type of Soviet activ~ 
itles under discussion, such as elductions and inter- 
rogations under duress of psychological pressure or 
physical intimidation. 


For the unit to which I was assigned in 
Berlin, I had to safeguard the security and mission of 
the United States Forces stationed in Berlin and Europe, 
Twas elso responsible for siding or assisting and ad- 
vieing the German authorities and Allied agencies in their 
investigations of abductions or as the German authorities 
e&ll them, the violations of the personal security of the 
civilian population of Berlin, During the same neriod as 
well as aftervards, I also had the responsibility of pro- 
tecting operations and personnel utilized in the collecting 
of counterintelligence or positive intelligence information 
for the United States Forces, A large number of the victims 
of ebductions and interrogations under duress were active for 
the Western Allies and Serman agencies (#lao private organi- 
zetions 1n West Berlin) in gathering data and information 
intelligence from Fast Germany. For this reason, many 
sources and investigators for the ‘mited States Forces and 
United Statee Information Agency (USIA) were directly en- 
dangered by these Soviet practices, Therefore, any cases 
of ebductions and interrogations under duress were of direct 
interest to me and the unit which I served (Region VIII of 
CIC and UAREUR Liaison Groups). 


-ur basic eim was to collect the deta on the 
facts in each case and to learn more about the modus operandi 
of the Soviet, Fast German, and Seteliite intelligence snd 
security organizetions perpetrating such crimes. 


Curing the entire period that I «ee engaged 
in these investigations, I collected applicable newspaper 
clippings and publications concerning these cases and 
renerally containing sccurate information with out violating 
the existing security regulations of the Counter-Intel- 
jigence Corps. The material that was published had been 
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reieased in the foreiten press, hot having ?'° ouie have 
been impossible for me to recollect the large cumber of 
details snc names of persons involved, especially since 

I was consistently required to cover or report on a multi- 
tude of persons and events of interest to the United States 
orces, 


From Janusry 1 to 2rtober 31, 1°51, there 
oecurec 14 cases of abduction in which persons and cirecum- 
stences beceme known to the Vest Berlin police, end the 
“FS (or SFS) was directly impliceted, Luring the seme period, 
the police wes notified 206 tines 1egarding abductions, in 
which the suspects or offenders could not be identified, 


As mentioned in the KGU (Fighting Group Against 
Inhumanity) pamphlet, "The Red Gestapo" by Bernhard Sagolla, 
concerning the MFS, KURT MUFLLER, Communist Tepresentative 
et Federal Germen Congress (Lover House), waa lured to Vest 
Berlin (again no actual abduction) and was reportedly later 
besten (sbout 1951) by the interrogator LOTZE to admit heving 
betrayed the party (according to testimony of a fellow inmate 
who was releesed and fled to Vest Berlin), The East German 
refugee, RUDCLF J. Lendheusstresse, Berlin-i!ilmersdorf, was 
assaulted by four men and beaten with a copper cable on the 
night of July 28, 1951, Pedestrians came to the victim's aid 
when he celled for help. One WERNER HOPPE, Fast Berlin, was 
then csught. An accomplioc, 27 year old FRWIN ZILZ, and en 
MS officer, 3% yesr old ALBERT SALMINKEIT, managed to flee, 
HOPPE had a falsified Weet Berlin identification document under 
the neme of MEWFS, given him by the MPS, HOPPE was a burglar «: 
had been offered leniency for a burglary if he cooperated and 
was also well paid to carry out the cperetion and rent a car, 


The following ere cases described in various 
German newspaper clippings and of which IT also have personal 
knowledre;: 


1, PR, ALEXANDY TAUCHNOVICH, GC years old 
et the time, head of the Berlin Committee of Anti-Soviet Urgani- 
zetion "NTs" and « leeder of Kussian emigrants and resistance 
froups. On April 13, 1°54, after e brutal beeting, he wae 
&pparently placed in a cer end taken to Fest Berlin, The sus- 
pect was HEIN? GLAESHF, 26 years of age, married, resident of 
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Serlin-Heleneee (British Sector), Heilbronner Strasse ‘1, 
wes visited in the evening by the victim, GLATCYR wes an 
ena active member of e German private organization, so-called, 
"Late Returneea and Ixpellees from Prisoner of war Camps 

and lost Eegtern German Territories," The abduction oc~ 
cured about 2:90 -- $:45 pm, whe sccomplicee were most 
likely a male driver end up to two mere men aid one oman. 
GLATSFL wae an architect and good acquaintance of the victim, 
who probably trusted him well, Also, GLAFSKE was most 
probebly an active double-agent vetween Soviet intelligence 
(and/or MPS) end the West German United Stetes supported 
Sehlen oreanizetion (now the AND), Blood was found in the 
epartment afterwards. A rug had beea carried duwnstairs 

by GLAPSEE, Later, a subsequently defected East Berlin 
policeman claimed that e black OPEL KAPITAEN wes used to 
take TRUCHNCVICH and GLAESHY to fast Berlin, The confusing, 
yet interesting, element in thle case is the lack of Western 
knowledge on whether either TRUCHNOVICH or GLAFSKE vere 
abducted and who really abducted whom, whatever the true 
eircumstances were, 1t is evident that both TRUCHNOVICH and 
GLAFSEE were moved to the Laat and pleced under Uoviet control; 
there wes a bloody struggle, end definitely an abduction of one 
or both individuals tonk plece at Soviet or MFS direction. 


“ne KUFHNE, of the 5PLb--Ustbuero and ita newly 
appointed head of covert and resistance activities in Faat 
Germany, wae abducted February 1949 from West Berlin to the 
Fast. KUEHNE had been in contact with one EHLERS, who had 
a leading position in the "DWE" (German Economic Commission) 
of the Soviet Cecupation Zone. At that time, FHLERS resided 
in West Berlin (French Sector, not far from the Soviet Sector) 
and KUEHNE hed been visiting him at home repeatedly.  UEHNE 
was then staying temporarily in West Berlin to take over and 
organize the many Fast German operational contacts and planned 
to return to Hanover, West Germany, The Soviets (MG5} had 
erranged for two accomplices to aid FHLERS in drugging ¥ UFHNF 
and then moving FUEANE to Fest Berlin, Une girl, posing as a 
maid, prepared the drinks with a drug, The male accomplice 
ves to put handcuffs on the victim, When i UHL was not esally 
doped, the man left the edjoining room, turned tne radio on 
full volun, end tried to subdue }ULHNE in order to give hin 
an injection (the syringe wes later found). ‘The ettempt failed 
and the criminal had to hit. KUEHNT. on the head with the hand-

GUEWTS 


Preparations for ebductions require careful 
plenning and thorough knowledge regarding the victims and 
their deily routine ectivities especislly when drugs and/or 
lerge groups of essedlants are utilized, Usually, such 
information is collected through systematic surveillances, 
Frequently, and if feesible, informants with personal contact 
with the target personelities, sre also vueed end specifically 
directed to provide the needed knowledge, Yor this reeson, 
it is extrerely difficult to determine eccuretely at which 
stage the collection of inforueaticn through aurveillences, 
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informents, double-agents, cr by other méerne) ends and 
at which precise moment the actual abduction operetion 
begins. The one activity always carries over into the 
other and both must be fully coordinated, Almost all ab- 
duetions, except those solely aimed et eliminating politi- 

> cpl opponents, generally lead to the interrogation end 

bi intelligence exploitation of the victim and the possible 

infiltration of the organizetion which the victdia hed 
Served, so that one of the mejor purposes of abductions 
ie agein the gathering and following up of valuable 
intelligence date and lesds not as casily or quickly 
aveilable by other methods, Therefore, the victims of 
abductions generally are persons engeged in enti-Soviet 
or anti-Communist efforts, oftentimes on behalf of or din 
cooperation with agencies or groups operated or supported 
by the United States or other Vestern Allies, In order to 
achieve their aims in this respect, the Soviets, their 
Satellites, and Communist sgents do not hesitate to we 
poison end terror through extreme physical violence and 
brutal psychological pressure. This is true for the manner 
in which persons are kidnapped or arrested illcgally as 
well es for the way in which suspects or pre-trial prisoners 
are interrogeted end confessions obtained, The most typical 
examples of Soviet (or MFS) brutelity and disregard for 
humane condugt.din intelligence, ss well as counterintel- 
ligence, operations are the following: 


On July 8, 1982, the member of the UFJ and a 

West Berlin lawyer, DR, WALTER LINSE, was brutelly assaulted 
in the Americen Sector of Berlin and abducted to Fast Germany. 
Because of the complexity of the large-scale operation con- 
dueted to kidnap Dk, LINSE, who wes actively engaged in 
propagandizing the evils of the Soviet system, it was pos- 

 @ible in a relatively short time to gain detailed knowledge 

~ of the individuels, orgenization, end ections connected with 

~ the LINSE abduction, The overpowering and moving of the 
victim from vest Berlin wes cerried cut by notorious criminals 
under the personal direction of LFS officers, who did not, 
however, leave Yast Berlin, A Vest Berlin texi was taken 
by the criminals at 5:0 am of the same dete from vest Berlin 
to the Soviet Sector, The eriver, WILHELM WCITZISKE, vas 
paid the fere in edvence to convinee him of the honeaty of 
the pessengers and to meke him lese Suspicious about entering 
the Yast Sector. Just before crogséing the Cector border, 
one passenger gave \\ciTZISri & carton of cigerettee es further 
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_dineentive for the trip. The border guarde stopped the 
vehicle, asked “CITZISIF to step out, and upon finding 
the cigarcties on him, arrested him set once on & smug- 
gline charge, He was pleced in pre-trial detention, 
His texi wes taken directiy to e safe location in the 
Soviet Seetor, where the license plates were removed and 
placed on a previously selected anc prepared IPS paa- 
senger car (4-door Spel sedan). The gang members Hs- 
signed to the eutomebile left immediately with thie car 
for the pre-arrenged ‘est Berlin mecting place -:nile the 
r other eccomplices proceeded to the site by Giffrrent 
routes, Not ell participants in this crime were at the 
scene to assist in overpowering Pn, LING, Some were to 
wateh for police interference, severel had to observe the 
victim, and others had the task of ehecking the operetion 
for any signs of trouble or possible failures, After ell 
accomplices had placed themselves at their assigned 1s- 
cations, D2, LINSF left his home at 7:3C am. Two of the 
eriminals then valked direetly to DR, LINS: end apparently 
asked him for » light for a cigarette. DR, LINSE obliged, 
put his hand in his pocket, and et the same moment was hit 
4n the face with » small hard bag filled with sand, He 
wee pulled into the cay which then drove off at excessive 
speed, A driver of a delivery truck, which was in the 
. seme street, immedietely rave chase dut could not catch 
the car, vhich was noted by other witnesses as it ap- 
proached and crossed the border between Vest Berlin and 
the Soviet occupation zone, 


Cther witnessce in ‘ast Germany subsequently 
deseribed how the “pel seden wes stopping et an apparently 
pre-designated site in the Soviet Zone where an escort of 
Fast German police in a second cer and a motorcycle patrol- 
man joined the abductors end left for the next deatination 
of the victim. According to initisl end official Soviet 
atatements, this abduction never cccured and the presence 
ef LR, LINS® in the Soviet occupied or controlled territory 
was unknown in spite of an elleged Soviet investigetion in 
this case sa requested by the Vestern authorities. Yet, the 
Soviets recently disclogeé that Eh, LINSF had died in late 
1653, in a Soviet prison cemp of unknown causes. The weet 
Berlin police investigetion and interviews of witneeses re- 
vealed beyor doubt thet the MFO Mein Department VITI (In- 
vestigetiona and Arrests), headcd by MORGFNIHFI, hed planned 
and directed this entire operetion, and thet the so-called 
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SEINMEIST? 2 Group (one of Lept. 7ITT's sub-units) had cerried 
it out. MPS officers whe directly supervieed this ab- 
duction were one "PAUL" \covernane? from Berlin-Pank., 
soviet Sector, the group leacer, and hie deputy, FRITZ VAHL 
elies, PAUL SCHMILT. one LIVCFrIti BINT Rn, 27 yeers old, 
lster ceught in sest Berlin, wes an accomplice in the ab- 
Guction of ER, LINS?, 


Cn May 17, 2°55, the 2> yeer old HFS informant 
and colletcrator, G SHAH BECK, from Teltow, ast Germany, 
was tried by a “est Berlin court for aitempted abduction 
and poisoning of the employee LISA STFIN of the UIA operated 
West Berlin broedcasting station AIAS (Radio in the Americen 
Sector), BICF had been active ea s Communist in various 
Leftist Teast Gersan politice]l and mess organizetions from 
1¢46 on, In the fell of 1953, BYCK established contect with 
RIAS end offered to provide information for brordcests on 
agricultural and Tast German farmer's situetions in the Soviet 
zone. According to BFCK's testimony at the triel, he hed 
been arrested unexpectedly November 1954 by the MPS, Al- 
though he allegedly denied initially having any connection 
with RIAC, BrCk claimed he was finally forced to confess to 
having furnished reports to nIAS, BECK asaerted that the MFS 
interrogetors threatened to teke edverse and punitive action 
againet his wife end five chileren, Insteed of prosecuting 
end trying BFCY, the MFS utilized him te continue his contact 
with RIAS end, while acting as double egent, to report in 
deteil on ell individusls, offices, and information requesta 
or interests of RIfS, 


In March 1555, SECT received the MFO mission to 
prepere end cerry out the ebduction of FPRAU oTEIN, who wea 
known to the MPS es being quite effective in interviewing 
refugees end confidential sources or visitors from Tast “many 
at RIAS and apparently well-informed regerding Test German 
and Soviet conditions, lescing personelities, anc specific 
organizetions in the Soviet Zone end :-cctor, including the 
MPS itself. ceversl high MPS officers, believed to have in- 
cluded even } Rie. WOLLYEBER (vho wea then in clerge of the 
MPS), initially discussed with BFC! the best plans for eb- 
ducting FPAU STLIN, These meetings tock place in @ covert 
Lest HYerlin YS apartment, Fimlly, BICh wee given & box of 
brandy filled candy of & Soviet Zone firm an? told thet 
poisonec candy pieces hed been errenged in the box 4n a 
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certain orcer to permit BITr to share the candy <-4ith the 
victim without any denger te BiCr, He vas warned by hig 
MFS euperiors or hendlcre to offer the candy sometime 
towerd the end of the meeting witn FITAU STFIN, which hed 
been acheduled by BECE and OTLIN in edvance to take place 
ina West Berlin cafe, Upon leaving the cafe end on her 
welk to her nearby residence, FRAU CIEIN was expected te 
become unconscious snd ves to be picked up by ea vaiting 
eer which would appear to be passinr by chance, 411 preps- 
retions for the kidnapping hed been made yell in advance, 
when SUCK followed his “FS instructions precisely. FRAU 
STIIN did not become 411, however, until she vas in front 
of her apertinent, where neighbors came to her sid end ashe 
was immediatcly moved to a hospitel, After 4@ hours of 
severe illness, during which FRAU STFIN's revival was un- 
certein, the attending physiciens managed to find en antidote 
and she recovered. The court medicel expert found that it 
was most probably the highly dengerous poison "S!OPCLAMIN," 


It was only through coineidence end BFCK's 
lack of fear, based on hie firm belief that his complicity 
in this abduction ettempt could not be proven, that BFCK 
was €épprehended in West Berlin shortly after the incident, 
Since the death penelty 1a not applicable in best German 
(and also West Berlin) juriediction, BFCK was sentenced to 
twelve years in the penitentisry, This was considered a 
stiff sentence and given specificelly as e preventive mersure 
regarding possible future offenses of this type. In any 
court in Soviet controlled territory, the same crime would 
have definitely resulted in a desth penalty for the defendant,

On July 25, 1555, the former KFS officer, 
SYLVFSTFR MUAAU, who had defected to Vest Berlin some time 
earlier, wae xidnapped from the Vest Gerasn town of Heubeck 
near Darmetadt, where “URAU had taken up residence es e 
refugee without officiel “est Germen aid.

West Berlin automobile to the Zoviet Sector, he end his 
eccotiplice in the Fidnapping, -ne WoREIS, were epprehended 
by “Yeatern suthorities. 


Gn February 4, 1°5t, the former Fast Gernaan 
People's Police Lieutenant Colonel (Inapekteur), RCBF RT 
BIALFK, wee abducted from Vest Berlin by direction of the 
MFS, In this case, too, cereful preparetion and timing had 
been used to succeed. Severel montha before, the onetime 
Fast German police official, PAUL DR2SWICKI, also residing 
at that time as e refugee in Nest Berlin, had been recruited 
es an informant by the MFS, Having lived for years in West 
Berlin as former defected police officer, DRZIVICKI menaged 
to establish contect with BIALLY and gein his confidence. 
On the date of the ebduction, DRZTVICKI had invited BIALF!: 
to a party subsequently celebrating DRA@PWICKI's birthday. 
The celebration took place in e furnished room, DRZEWICKI 
hed rented on February let. An elleged niece of DRZFWICKI 
and an Tast Berlin ecquaintence of DRAIVICKI, leter intro- 
duced to BIALTY es also opposed to the Soviet regime, happened 
to be present at the party. In reality, the girl and the 
Fest Berlin resident were the sbductors ent slong by the MFy 
to carry oul the operetion vith DRZFWICY I's help. The man 
was actually e Soviet Sector police official. 


After severe] crinke, DIALEK wes drugged and 
became ill], The main tensnt of the apartment in whieh the 
farnished room was loceted, even assisted the ebductors in 
carrying the victim out of the building without realizing 
the true circumstances, Once on the sireet, & passing cer 
waa fleegec down for the purpose of moving the sick man *9 
a hespits?, In reeiity, the cer hed been weiting for this 
moment end 3IALEE wes ebéuected to Fast Berlin. 


In this cease, BIALFY had elso deen engaged 
after his defection in essietine “estern euthorities ané 
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intelligence egencies tc gain velueble laformse+ion regard- 
ing Pest Germen and Siviet targets end had further deen 
used in attempts t. ceuse the defection of other last 
Germans end Peopie's Pollec embers ty “est Berlin, It 
weg well-known to vestern counterintelligence and intel- 
iigence orgenizetions that the Soviets end their Commun 6 t 
collaboretors were extremely interested in having NURAU, 
BIALEK, and ather Fest Seraan cefectors fron police anc 
government or perty organizations returned to Soviet control 

in order to prevent the increasing and elarning refugee 

= flow to the West end the gradually greater number of de- 
fections from Fast Germany. It eles becawe rncovn that 
many of these ebduction victims, especially those formerly 
serving in the MFO, were sentenced ~o death for Gesertion, 


One of those executed, in my memory is eorrcet, 
was & onetime MPS official named PAUL RYBENSTOCK, who hac 
been arrested neer the Goviet Sector border in Fast Berlin 
efter extensive survelllence and being lured to the barder 
by en &lieged prospective informant or defector, 


According to en article in the "D4e veltwoche ," 
auerich, Switserland, of November 26, 1955, and written by 
one H.COOKUDGE, the Nest Berlin police president, DR, JOHANNES 
STUMM, iniormed the u-riter during en intervier in Berlin of 
1954, thet according ts official police files, epproximately 
40C persons zerc abducted from weet Berlin by Soviet paid 
end Glrectea agents enc their Serman collaboraters or erimine? 
eccomplices, Honus peyments of 5. end 2 Deuteche Merk 
Weai for one abduction successfully carriec out werc often- 
timer given ‘© the ebductors by the Lcoviete or MPS, 


The cloge relationship between the use of sb 
ductions and the intelligence or infiltretion efforts by 
Soviet and Test Gercen (es cl] es other Satellite) organi- 
zetions is well demonetrated by the following selected ex- 
amples, representing only a very few of the large number of 
ceses which became known: 


on April 27, 1°54, GERHARD RAIPANKEL uwoved frou 
the British Sector of Berlin tu the Soviet vector, According 
to & relesse by the Soviet Zone news agency, ADN, FAXPAHNYE 
mace e full confeesion to Fast German security authcrities 
regerding hig pest ssesciaticn vith the CPHEN intelligence 
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organization in Western Germany, }ARPAHNKE claimed in 
his confession that he had been deputy chief cf the 
"Filieale K" (branch office or agency 1) and had received 
orders directly from the chlef of the "Generalvertretung 
G" (Main Branch or Division 2), the former German Sencrel 
EORRNING, According to KARPAHNLE, the GENLEN-Organi- 
zation wes receiving an annual subsidy of 25 million 
Deutsche ‘ark west, Although et firet glance, KARPAHNAY 
appears to heve no importance regarding abduction oper~ 
ations, 2 closer check into his background and personal 
contects reveals et once the missing links between the 
usual intelligence activities of the Soviets (or MFS) ond 
the ebduction of DR, ALFXANDER TRUCHNGVICH, which occured 
exsctly two weeks before KARPAHNKF moved to the Fast, 


HEIN? GLALOKE and KARPAHNKE were friends and 
had worked together in the same privete Germen orgenizetion 
for German returnees and cxpellees, As cleimed by the 
Soviets after the TRUCHNOVITCH incident, GLAFSKE had made «& 
full confession that he had worked for the CEHLEN-UOrgani- 
zation, As the Soviets, and en alleged voluntary statement 
by TRUCHNOVICH in the Soviet Zone, also claimed, TRUCHNSVICH 
had left West Berlin voluntarily beceuse he considered 
further opposition to the Soviet Government senseless, GLAFSKE 
had allegedly also worked for or with the British Intelligence 
Service, KARPAHNKE's voluntery nove to the Fast, his slleged 
confession, and his strange bachground strongly suggest thet 
he hed been e double spent between the hast and West, 


In July 1°51, KARPAHNKE had moved with hig 
entire family and ell furniture from East Berlin to the 
West Sector, For thi» move, he had full permission from 
the Soviet Sector authorities, At any time, such moves with 
811 belongings from Fast to West were hardly ever authorized 
by the Fast German administretion unless severe persons] hard- 
Ship was involved and to grant them would be of political ad- 
vantage, For this reason, KAHPAHNKE wee never e refugee, He 
never claimed to have been forced to leeve Fest Berlin, 
Shortly after settling in the British Sector, ¥ARPAHNKE 
obtained the job of janitor at the West Berlin "Haus der 
Zukunft" (House of Future), an anti-Communist youth hostel 
and cultural institution where different Western lecturers 
esva talks on the Soviets and Communist dengers to studenia 
ané refugees, Shortly after “orld Wer Ii, KAKPAHN}: hed 
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joined the Tast Berlin polices and served untii l¢de in 

ite Criminal Tnvcatigation Department, It became well 
known in recent years that the Soviets recruited many 

of the covert investigators and informants in German ad- 
ministretion offices in the police force and left them in 
their regular positions to provide better cover for ectivi- 
ties ubich in reality were carried out for the Soviets, 
KARPAHNKE hed to leave the police when the Fast Berlin 
authorities found out thet he had faleified his question- 
naire, After a short Soviet detention in «4 Kommandeture 
prison, KARPAHNKE was transferred to the Sechsenhausen 
Soviet concentration cemp, and if he had not been recruited 
e&.iier by the Sovists, it is very likely that he was 
‘coerced to become 3 collaboretor at that time. Already in 
September 1551, the Vest Berlin police depertnent V (In- 
vestigation of Politicel Crimes) received e complaint 
againat KARPAHNKE according +o which he hed denunclated 

(or reported) « refugee from |ast Berlin to the MFS, The 
materiel did not provide sufficient. evidence at that time, 
however, to Justify action egainst KARPAHNKT. If KARPAHNKT 
were @ spy afid double agent for the MFS or Soviets, he must 
have reported to them continuously on SLAFSRF and, on the 
basis of GLAESKE's information «nd peraonal contact, regard- 
ing TRUCHNOVICH, 


The aforementioned KS3U wee of serious concern 
to the Soviet regime because it maintained conatant coverage 
and gathered as well es published voluaincus information re- 
garding all Soviet inhumane conduct and brutelities committed 
against the Germans, Also, the KGU was highly popular with 
the majority of the «st Germen population. Through the 
KGU files and efforte oa locating missing persons, 46 well 
as by charity work, many Fest Germans opposed to the Soviets 
and Communism voluntarily cooperated with the FSU end furnished — 
valueble information, The sceurity and suecess of the Com- 
munist end¢evors in Fest Germeny were therefore continuously 
hempered by KGU publications and resistance work. For this 
reason, prior to his resignation from the KGU, its. founder 
and initial heed, the eforenentioned HILDFBRANDT, was the 
target, of several unsucceasful abduction attempts, Later, 
other members of the FGU, such es HFRR ROLLER, HFRR GFRI 
SAITZ, and *RNST TILLICH, the successor of HYLDEBRANDT, were 
also involved in different attempts by ine MFO to abduct them, 
For the same reason, the onetime alleged 1GJ contect or 
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employee, BAYFH, vho had moved tc rast Berlin and became 

an MEFS collaborator, threatened another former XOU em- 
ployee, SCHARLAU, with whom he had becn acquainted, to 
cooperete with the 1@3 or SCHARLAU would be exposed with 
regard to former moral failings and other violations. 

Vhen SCHARLAU refused to accept the offer of BAYL-R to wor": 
with the “FS, BAYER used SCHARLAU's eged mother from Grimmen, 
East Germany, to be « messenger tu SCHARLAU with more 
threatening letters, 


The continued effort by the HFS to infiltrate 
and/or discredit the XGU in the eyes of the generel public, 
egpecially the Fast: German population, met with unusual 
guceéess when a key member of the HGU and its anti-Goviet 
resiatance ectivities defected to Fast Berlin and decided 
to cooperete fully with the MPS and Soviet Zone Communist 
regime, This move by the onetime KGU functionary, HANFRIED 
HIECKL, born June 25, 1929, at Dresden, wes almost ceriainly 
the result of continued pressure on the part of the MFS to 
approach and recruit as en informant HIFCKE and other KGU 
membera, This pressure was not only applied in the form 
of serious threata to the person being approached and hia 
relatives, but also consisted of gencrous offers, ranging 
from completo immunity from further Soviet prosecution for 
past hostile actiona to promises of large scale renumeration 

“and other economic benefitea in the Soviet Zone, ts 


HIECER, who used the cover name of FAED WALTFR 
while working for the KGU, later furnished ell information 
known to him about the EGU, ‘ts operations, sources, contacts, 
amd most of its leading members, Even though some of his 
information was disterted and adapted to Soviet propaganda 
interesta, the pamphlet published containing hie disclosures 
and entitled, "DFCKNAME WALTER” did not fail in its aim of 
seriously burting the further cffeetiveness of the KOU and 

‘ preparing for ite eventual oreakup. % 


When the EGU, and with it a major sustained 
end usueslly very valuable effort. against Soviet aggression 
and ects of terror, wes finelly discontinued in the fece of 
inereaging pressure end mounting public criticdan, the Con- 
‘munists had won a hard and long betile leaving them the 
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desired freedom of politics? action in Fast Germany, it 

may elgo be of Western interest to realize the tragic toll 
HIECHT's full disclosures had éLong numerous resistance 

contects énc sources of the EGU in the Sevlet Zone whom = 
he caused to be errested end centenceé severely, 


In 1646, the Eest Berlin Communist publish- 
ing house, TTETC, brought out « Soviet licensed (and 
probably prepercd) prmphlet, entitled "KUMIEIC, SPITZEL, 
SFICKE" ("Couricrs, Lenuncieators, Epies;, written by HEINZ 
EKUEHN?, who clained he volunterily defected to the Soviet 
Sector Februsry ©, 14°, beceuse he wanted to discontinue 
hie essocietion with the SPD in Vest Germeny, [UEHNT is 
identical with the eforenentioned abducted KUEIDL, who had 
then just taken over the SPI 'Get-Buerd (SPL operated infor- 
matico and resistance orgenization) before being kidnapped, 
In hisforeword, dated June 27, 194°, FUEHNE explains that 
he wrote the booklet because he realized the mwlsatakes of 
the SPT leaders end their policies, It does not require 
much imagination to reason way KUFHNE co perated with the 
Soviets in preparing thic pamphlet, 


The SPD 'Ust-suero' wes one of tie moat 

populer and efficient private end political intelligence 

and resistance organizetions until the time KUEHNE was 

abducted and during a post-wer period when neither the iGU 

nor the UFG had become really effective and known, The dis- 

closures of KRUEHNE, the loss of many good gources and contacts 

through him, and the drop in prestige were so damaging to 

the SPL 'Ost-Buero' that for many years the organizetion did 

not regein its former significence, This is particularly 

importent when one conalders the fect that the great majority 

of the Soviet domineted SFL (Social Union Farty of Cermany) 

was taken over from the SPD by a Soviet forced merger of 

the PL and LPL. (Communist Farty of Germany) to make it the 
_deeding party in the Soviet Zone, Again, this abduction ané 

quick turning of a onetime politicel foe ty the Soviets had 

® definite political importence in the Communist strategy 

anc tactics regerding cermany. 


‘nother exanpie of how abduction, defection, 
counterinteliigence, and anti-vestern propapands are utilized. 
in conjunction with interrogation end exploltetion of all 
available sources by the Saviets is the hendliing of the afore- 
Mentioned LDP representative ILLFGANS HUEHLR, (The LUF 
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subsequently changed its party designation ta FrP to 
dietinguish it from the Communist controlled LUP in East 
Germeny, and for this reeson HUNHFK is mentioned as FDP 
member in later press releases.) In lete January 1°54, 
approximately one yeer efter HOFHE RK was believed to have 
been abducted to East serlin, the FDP representetives and 
WILLI FRESSMANN, SPE representative and meyor of the 
Berlin city diatrict of Kreuzberg in the American Sector, 
had several heated arguments in a debate in the Berlin 

eity council regarding -RFSSMANN's contention that HOFHFH 
must heve been an informent of the Soviets and double agent

the author is identified as "WOLFGANG HOLHEH, 4C years old, 
jurist by profession, former military officer, and since 
1950 a leading member of the counterintelligence agency of 


the GEHLEN-Organizetion in West Berlin, ' 


Although the Berlin FDP Party Chairman, CARL- 
HUBERT SCHWENNICKE, declared on January 27, 1654, that the 
matter had not been cleared up completely and that it had 
hot been proven yet that HOEHER had spied for the East, 
here again, the Soviet interest in HUFHER and other FDr 
members with Western intelligence missions and contacts ia 
quite obvious, Next to the SPD (keset German Socisliat 
Democratic Party) end the SPD 'Ost-Buero! the FDP, which 
had a large following in Fast Germany, had the largest 'Cat- 
Buero' and most active informetion and resistance organization, 
For this reason, many members of the FUP 'Jst-Buero'’ were in 
close touch with the GEHLEN-vrganization end Western intel- 
ligence egencies. 


; Another FDP 'Oet-buero! agent, HANS FULLDNER, 
eovername LUDWIG, who had defected to the Laat or had been 
arrested by the MFS, furnished identifying data to the “FS 
on 27 FDP sources and contacts in East Germany. In spite of 
his cooperation end betrayal, PULLUNEK and other double 
agents or informants of the 17S were subsequently tried in 
Fast Berlin for espionage anc other crimes againet the Fast 
Germen atate, It ie of further interest to note that other 
defendants tried together with FUELDNER had apparently also 
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cooperated with the Mo without, however, having received 
immunity ageinst prosecution, as spparcntly given HANFRIED 
HIFCRE, HEINZ KUFHNE, and others, 


One co-defendant of FUFLINER was a forner 
leading member of the “lest Berlin League for Human Righta, 
one SILGRADT, elso accused of espionage, SILGRADT wags the 
principal accused, 


Another co-defendant was the former Taaet 
German People's Police Lieutenant, WERNER MANGFLSDORF, who 
had teken an active part in the uprising of June 17, 1953, 
against the Fast German regime when he organized the liber- 
ation of the Gommern jail near Magdeburg, MANGELSDORF later 
fled to West Berlin and helped establish and operate the 
"Committee of the 17th of June," founded by onetime partici- 
pante in the uprising who had been forced to flee from Soviet 
progecution, The private organization was organized with 
the help of the aforementioned RAINER HILDEBRANDT to develop 
clandestine contacts with disaffected Fast Germans to prepare 
‘for another uprising against the Communist regime in the hope 
of gaining success in another attempt by enlisting Western 
Support and better coordination and planning of the revolu- 
tionary effort. 


After MANGFLSDORF had become ective in this 
organizetion, the MFS arrested his brother, HANS ANGE LSDORF, 
and forced the fdencee of HANS, one ELFLTRAUT FEHSE, to 
contact WERNER MANGELSDORF in West perlin and to offer him 
on behalf of the MFS thet HANS would be released if WERNER 
agreed to contact the MFS and work for i+ es an informant 
end infiltration agent in the Committee of the 17th of June, 
Also, the MFS offered to drop the Fast German death sentence 
against WERNER, which had been pronounced by a Soviet Zone 
court against WERNER MANGELSDORF, when he waa tried in abaence, 


WERNER then allegedly accepted this offer and 
went to the MFS in Fest Berlin to cooperate, On Lecember 23, 
1953 (the year is uncertain), WERNER MANGELSDORF signed the 
obligation to become and MFS informant, When the MFS promise 
to release HANS by Januery 1, 1°54, wes not kept, WFRNEK 
failed to meintain contact with the MFS and tried to dis- 
continue his informant mission, ELELTRAUT FEHSF was sent 
agein to WERNER on Jenuery 1b and pleeded with him to re- 
port to the MFS again, which he allegedly refused to do, 
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on the seme day, CPNFR MANCELSLONF did not retum to his 
West Berlin residence from an errend +0 & iceal post of- 
fice. It 4a very possible that FTHSD wes closely observed 
by eccomplices of FTHS or agents of the MPS shadowing her, 
end thet en alternate plan of the “Fa was to abduct VERNER 
eftervards in the event thet he refused to reestablish 
contact with the MS, ‘Whether he vas sentenced to deeth 

ae Peet and executed I do not Tecolliect, but VERNER MANGE LSDORF 
was definitely given at least « very long sentence, «WFRAKH 
is ssid to have reported hia MFS contect to the 17th oune 
Committee and the “cet Berlin police prior to his disap- 
pearance, The subsequent fete of hig brother, HANS, and 
FDELTRAUT FEH:F ia unknown, 


Luring the above wentioned show trial of 
PULLENER and KANGELSDURF, it became evident that the 
principal defendant, SILGHADT, who nay G@leo have been ab- 
Guctee or coerced by the HFS into cooperating with the 
MFS, had voluminous records and address files in his pos- 
Beseion concerning Last Geruen information sources and 
‘Tealstance contects of the League for Human Rights and 
the 17th June Committee. All of the materiel end information 
collected in “lest Berlin by “FANTR MANGELSDORE had also been 
in SILGRADT's possession and hed been secured by the MFs, 
Evidently, the show trial was not only intended to props- 
_gendize Vesterg intelligence snd resistance activitius 
“Bgainst the Feast German regime, but elgo to hide the true 
roles played by the different defendsanis prior to the trial 
with regard to their “FS eggociation and missions. it is 
highly doubtful thet all defendants coopereted fully with 
the MFS in all reapects, as in euch event their continued 
intelligence utilizetion may have been preferred by the 
MFS, 


* Npein, in Mey of 1°54 (the year 18 uncertein), 
another member of the 17th Cune Committee vas arreated by the

Ceses of Soviet or MFO infiltretion inte 
Western organizations sre veli illustrated by the follow- 
ing examples, which show easily how such intelligence

WILHELM GSTELLEK, 3+ year old police officer 
of the Police Inspection office Berlin-dehlendorf, American 
Sector, wes recruited in 1652 as en informant for the MFS 
and reported on internal and confidentiel activities of 
the police in west Berlin for several yeers, Prior to his 
assignment to the police inspection, STFLLFR wes the reguler 
duty officer at the Police Precinct Nr, 161 (Polizeirevier) 

.. ON Clayellee, Berlin-Zchlendorf, For his espionage service, 

’ STELLER received Soviet Sector end Fest Gelman state issued 
purchasing slips (UU-Linkaufeputscheine) for which he bought 
commodities regularly in Fest Berlin, The West Berlin Politi- 
cal Criucs Investigetion Lepartment uncovered STELLEK'a intel- 
Jigence activities and apprehended him for subsequent. prose- 
eution, It was possible for STFLLER, through hie official 
position, to cover meny intercating facets of American intel- 
ligence ené security operetions in the U. 5. Seetor because 
the principal U, &, offices, military snd of the State Depart- 
ment, as well es most of the covert intelligence facilities 
and the majority of the American billets, ere located in 
Berlin-Zehlendorf, and particularly in the eres covered by 
Police Precinet lel, 


While the courts of the U, S, High Commission 
for Germany (HIT0G) were stil] meinteined, a HICOG Court in 
West Berlin sentenced 24 year old WERNER-HEIN2 OR UNEF, a 
West Berlin resident to one year in jeil because he wes found 
mailty of heving attempted to report to the MFS in best Berlin 
names of fellow sgents in the J, &, Intelligence Gervier,. 
OKCNIE was employed py the U. 5, Intelligence Service. “UFCNFE's 
wife end child resided in the Soviet Zone et the time thet he 
waa in contact with the Mri, and “F.Nbi had been threatened 
by the MPS with reprieels ageinet hie family if he did not 
cooperate, Although the eduleeion of SENON SY and the evidence 
provided by the investigetars led to GELNEF ‘Ee sentence, it 
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is not at 41] certain thet either CKONE confessed 
everything or that the investigetion uncovered the 
full extent of hic possible espionsge. 


In 1953 or 1954, the 25 yeer old intel- 

ligence operator and informent, TIFMANN alias REINHARD, 

Wes epparently recruited by the MFS in Fast Berlin in 

or before 1952, when he established contact vith his 

former superior of the onetime Germen Abwehr (Military 

Intelligence Service}, one YON ZERSEN, who reportedly 

became an MFS egent some time after 1542, ‘When TIEMANN 

feared he would be arrested in Vest Berlin for his 

Gouble agent activities between the MPS and the Western 

intelligence organizations, he fled to East Germany. 

TIEMANN had established contact with the LFV (LANDISAMT 

FUER VEWPASSUNGSSCHUTZ - Office for the Protection of 

the Constitution) and had recommended VON ZERSEN as a 

veluable and trusted informant able to furnish key infor- 

mation, TIPMANN also maintained operetional contact with 
“the British and French intelligence services, Prior to 

VON ZERSEN's effort to organize an independent counterintel- 

ligence group for the LFV, at which time VON ZERSEN was 

identified as MVS informant but managed to evoid arrest, 

TIPMANN and VON ZFRSEN apperently geined considerable insight 

into the LFV organization and ectivitica, They renortedly 

elso succeeded in furnishing felse inforuation, most likely 

prepared by the MFb to mislesd anc confuse Western authori- 

ties, to the LFV end possibly other Vestern egencies, 


One of the most acrious threats to the security 
of American forces end operetiong in West Berlin was un- 
covered and discontinued when the espionage agent and in- 
formant of the Soviet Intelligence verviec, the 24 year old 
TRMGARD SCHMIDT elias STFPHANIE, wag arrested by United 
States counterinielligence investigatore in West Berlin 
‘December 1, 1952, Just before going to Feast Berlin to turn 
over intelligence information and material to her Soviet 
superiors. INMGARD SCHMILS, who was quite pretty, had suc- 
ceeded tn establishing firm personel contect on @ social 
basie with two important offieiels of the Unite otates 
Intelligence Service. Ine of theec was a wilitery officer, 
the other a civilien, “ith the heip'of one of her Americen 
friends, she even menaged to obtain a position within the 
United Stetes Intelligence Service, in accordance with specific 
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aviet instrugtions, IHMGAND SCHKIDT hed been a ute 
vergity studen* in ‘alle, "est Semmany, specializing in 
sangugges enc studying Chinese. Her mother continued ms) 
reside there after IFVOARD SCHMIDT had moved to Berlin, 
In February 1353, SCHMIDT was arrested by the Soviets 
beesuge she had placed her hone 2: che cisposei 2f fellow 
stucents, suspected of being in coniact with the ioU end 
doing resistance work in Helle, SCHMIDT was offered the 
chance tc serve es intelligence informunt for the Soviets 
to avold being gentenecd ené deportce with her mother to 
Siberia, The Soviets geve her emple funda to permit her 
%o carry out her espionegze missions im “est Berlin end te 
Gress vell, TXMGARD SCHMIDT was sentenced by an Americen 
court to five ycars in the penitentiary. 


The apperent cese with which Soviet or Satel- 
lite (including hast Sermzn) interrogators, investigetora, 
and intelligence officers "turn" suspects or defendents 
into coopereting informante or espionage ogents ia quite 
plausible when the Soviet or Communist practices and 
procedures of arresting, interrogating, and punishing 
people is being considered. No other government or politi- 
cél regime opcrates es many detention facilities, labor 
camps, end political indoctrination or re-orientetion 
progrems 63 the Soviets and ell of their Communist allies 
te achieve maximum possible control over #1) individuals 
within their territories end over ell followers elsewhere, 


One of the greatest Soviet esseta in maintein- 
dng ebsolute politics] eontrol is the well established 
prectice of terror through large scele or mags arreste, 
complete disregard for individuel liberty regarding op- 
ponents end followers elike, and severe punishment, in 
the foru of hersh sentences end inburenc dail conditiona, 
to all those who oppose the regime or voice even the 
Blightest criticism, Alao, in thie respect, the Soviet aim, 
or the purpose of investigations or interrogations, 18 not 
80 mich the finding of truth as it 16 to achieve e specific 
political goal, even if the truc circumstances do not alweys 
werrent prosecution or punishment of the accused, Thus, in 
frequent “spy trials," the uncovering of “capitelist agentes," 
and the elimination of "foreign &ggressors end Trotskyitee," 
oftentimes the persons boeing tried end even confessing their 
erimes have been fremed and placed under psychologicel, as 
well as physicel pressure, in luding verious types of torture, 
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in spite of tne fect that only 8 enell number of accused 
mey have ectuaily ettempted or committed such acts, 


The seme principle of the 2eans being uaecd 
justifying the end to be attained holds true for Con- 
munist propagande and elleged fectual reports in Soviet 
controlled press and redio, For this reason, those indi- 
viduels who may not eurrender to Soviet or Communiat 
demands through terror and fear might oftentimes be duped 
into supporting Soviet goals because they believe Soviet 
propegande and distorted reports, o any persons residing 
in or cloBe ta the Sovict sphere of power, Soviet and Com- 
munic! ruthlessness in dealing with suspects and accused 
individuals is well known, Therefore, when such persona 
fell into Soviet hands by being abducted or apprehended, 
they are generelly very frightened and offer usually 
rether alight resistence to Soviet investigetore or inter- 
rogators, especially when their ordeal during pre-trial 
henéling threetcns to be prolonged indefinitely or beyond 
their cepecity for endurance in the event of their stete- oka 
mente belng insufficient to satisfy the prosecutors, Under ; tees 
these clreumsiances, confessione cen be obtained after ex- 
tended periods of pre-triel investigetion and suffering, 
even if the eccused are either innocent or initially de- 
termined not to implicate themselves and others beyond 
thet which cen be proven egainst them in court, For thie 
reason, too, former conscientioug end cepable “estern 
agents and intelligence operetors, such as HEIN? KUEHNF, 
agreed to cooperete with the same elements they had fought 
go hard end effectively before. In the cese of KUFHNE, who 
was assumed tc have strong anti-Soviet and anti-Communist 
convictions, the manner in which he presented his "de- 
fection" to the last in his pamphlet, mentioned above, 
would easily cause weaker individuals in the “lestern perties 
and organizetione to begin to doubt the wisdom of continu- 
dng resistance to Communism, 


The following methods and conditions. in Fast 
German and Soviet prigons cause errested persons to confess 
their “erimes" rether than remein in pre-trial detention 
for long pericds: 

The interrggetors and investigetora are con- 
tinuously werned by their superiors tc obtain confessions 
from the sccused if they do not went +o arouse suspicion 
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regarding their politicel loyalty, efficiency in extract- 
ing confessions, or attempted collusion with defendants, 


Although beatings, physicel torture in the: 
form of forcing the accused to place themeelves for pro- 
longed period@s in positions of increasing hardship to un- 
beareble pein, and other forna of phyaicel torment were 
frequently used prior to 153 and perticularly in STALIN's 
era to extract confessions regardless of guilt or innocence, 
an effort was made after STALIN's death to refrain from 
Such practices, exvept when drastic situations demanded 
mass convictions and tight Security measures ag in the 
case of the Fast German uprising on June 17, 1953, the 
Hungarian revolution, and similar events, During the. 
periods of tension cited above, the large number of ar- 
rested people, the demand for ruthlesa domination of in- 
Surgents, and speed needed to re-establish full political 
control made it necessary to revert to physical pressure 
methods to convict the dissatisfied elements, 


Long periods of interrogation by one or 
more investigetors, frequently carried out in the middle 
of the night or toward early morning hours, poor Bleep-~ 
ing facilities, such as hard cots, cold cells, inadequate 
bedding, and brightly 1lluminated cells, and other means 
of keeping pre-trial prisoners from getting any rest from 
repeated violent. accusations end detailed questioning are 
all utilized to prevent the accused from maintaining hie 
mentel alertness, morale, and will to resist or defend his 
rights of innocence, Blinding lights focused on the accused 
during interrogation further helps to intimidste and weaken 
the defendant and to make him wish to end the orde#l nt al] 
cost. 

* Ice cold solitary cella vith glering lights 
or in complete darkness, oftentimes of extremely emall size, 
are used also to break resistance of obstinate defendants 
refusing to sdmit guilt or betray accomplices or fellow 
resistence fighters, 


Frequently these or similar cells are con- 
structed to permit the so-called water treetment, which 
consists either of flooding the cell eradually with cold 
water until the prisoner has += Stretch to keep his head 
above the water level, or dousing the victim elternatingly 
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with ice cold and very hot weter for extended periods, 

The Soviets very often useé the rather imple but just 

es brutal mothod of forcing the accused to stand for days 
in knee deep water or submerged up to his hips so that he 
could not rest or change his po@ition besides becoming 
violently i11 from exposure, the highly uneenitary con- 
ditions (not being permitted to lesve the confinement for 
Gays), and the further leck of proper nourishment. Persons 
subjected to euch tortures do not require drugging or 
atimulation through drugs to induce confessions, 


They are usually so scrred end exhausted, 
as well es oftentimes seriously 111 from the physical 
hardships, that they confess to anything. Such drugs as 
Sodim Pentethol or so-celled truth serums ere not even 
practical in many Soviet interrogetions because the prisoners 
could not possibly confess under their effect or under 
hypnosis to something not actually experienced or cerried 
out, Therefore, truth serums, drugs to weaken resistance 
and the will to withhold information, could even defeat 
the Interrogetor's mission of preparing the secused to play 
the role of scspepoat in 9 sSteged show trial, 


Deceptographe or Polygrephs (lie detectora), 
which are used considerably by Western agencies, are hardly 
uged by the Soviets for the same reagon beaides accomplish- 
ing under certain conditions much lesa than physics] pres- 
sure end terror could echieve, It 4s known that a stimilant, 
such as strong coffee, strong tobacco or cigarettes after 
long peviods in which their use was denied, rich and enticing 
food, especially e180 alcohol in large quentities, is used 
often to trap the eccused or cause him to become fully de- 
pendent on the kindnege cf the interrogator for further 
benefits, 


Positions into which the prisoner may be forced 
for extended periods include sitting for days or long hours 
in erect posture on & small or low bench or stool until he 
cannot possibly beer the resultent pains end swelling of his 
legs end hody ceused by abnorms] blood cireulation and muscle 
tension, The aim in this form of torture, and similer ex- 
eruciating bocy positions into which the eccused is forced, 
is to make the eceused loge all command over his will beceuse 
of the extreme condition of fatigue, realizetion of utter 
defeat, inability to bear further pain, and consequent logs 
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of strength of charecter and paver of mental concentration, 
It haa been estadlishee thet it is almes: impessiole fer 

a normel person tc bear up under such treatment without 
becoming the willing tosl of hig tormentors. 


Another fevorite preetice to torment the 
accused is to threeten erresi and torture 2F his closest 
relstives end immediate femily. In the cese of, I believe, 
HORE? LUDNIG, wes vee convicted of espionage in 1956, t+ 
bectimt Quite evident, as bornc out in his own testimony and 
magezine publicationg of hia bechground story, that his. 
fether waa beeten in Jail in Test Germany and made to 
believe (or ectuslly overhenrd) thet another else relative 
wee ego brutelly besten in an edjoining cell from where 
hig or her crics could be herrd. The result of this treat- 
mont vas thet HOST LUDWIOts feather and other relatives co- 
operated with the Soviets end the (5 in convineing hin 
(HORST) te eacept the offer to spy agains! the Vestern 
nilitery establishment (Federel German nevy sné ely force, 
as well as the U, &, Air Perce in the Unitec States during 
his training in Florida) for the Cordets. In all cases of 
this kind, the Soviets assure.2 certein degree of silence 
and success by using close releativea eas hostages, who will 
be arrested and punished should the agente or informants 
being forced to cooperete ever turn egeinst the Soviets or 
betrey theiz missiona ta the Ycstern authoritics, The 
tremendous feer of severe reprisals end hersh treatments to 
relatives or the immediate family, including children at 
times, probebly ia « very atrong influence on the continued 
loyalty and silence of Eastern egents, even if they ere not 
fully convinced of the Communist regime'te alleged adventegea, 


A strong clement in the interrogetor's power 
over defendants is his oft-repeated contention that reaiatence 
dae useless as long as the eccuged is in the hande of the 
Soviets end that he only burte his own chanecs for & rele- 
tively light sentence by refuping to "cooperete,” It i¢ 
well knowm through appropriate prese end redic publicity, 
fully encoraed end even advertised by the Saviet security 
epencies (such ac MFt), thet theee vho confesa or offer 
their statements and cooperete with the Soviet authorities 
early enough will be given from complete imunity to very 
light puniehment while those whe ineist on hiding thetr 
erimes ppeins! the stete or the "neonle” will be sentenced 
geverely. “his prectice, of course, and the consistent ee

Aside frou clever political argunenta, used 
by Soviet investigetors in convineing priscners of the 
superiority and infellibility cf the C aamun!s+ cause and 
aius, the aceuscd vill frequently be led ints &pparently 

' césual politicel discussions when the interrogators try 
to make the accused belicve thet the questioning is being 
relaxed for the sake of & respite ané to be mors fricudly 
and even considerate toward the écfendan:. ¥en & ceurioug 
prisoner, enc being intelligent, usy try to guetify hia at- 
titude toward his interrogators snd 2 Bo-colled objective 
eriticlen of the regime's errors, in such monents, the 
interrogators will find the erguments for quercing the 
prisoner into adritting polities) opposition to the regime, 


Finelly, il prisoners in pre-trial dé tention 
ere trested in euch manner es to purposely lower their self- 
respect end feeling of humen dignity. The vey in which e 
newly admitted suspect ic zegisterec ai the pre-trial prison, 
Beerched physicelly for weepons or possible implemenia of 
escape, caused to turm in their belungings, anc placed into 
the cell, 4a well calewleted +s cause the prisoner ‘to feel 
depreved, lost, end without pospible help. The simple ex- 
pedicnt of periods of pre-trial investigetion and interrogation 
lasting for months or even beyond « yeer is highly effective 
in creating strong Geupsir in the prigoner's mind, ‘ithout 
hope and the possibility of help from the outside, he veehens 
much more easily than if he were pemiiited to camuantoe ts 
with reletives end friends on the cut@idc, This practice, 
of course, elso effects the priponer's reletives ané coatacte 
on the outside, especially 1f they ere in any wey guilty but 
hot epprehbended es yet, Their fears hay cLuse these people 
to make errors in vucguent, Slecy or even contact the very 
persons or cryanizetions for advice enc nélp and thus leed 
the Soviets to eseertain acre e&slly ineir octusl Vester 
connections end missions, 
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_ The sforementioned pamphlet by SAGOLLA (DIE 
BOTE GiSTAPC; reflecte on pepes 42 through $1 the ebove 
edited interrogrtion methods and several exenples of brutel 
treetmentes of pre-trial prisoners by the (Fs, ror the 
purpose of this testimony 42 te unfortunete, the! names of 
the victims enc interrogetors sre not given in the pamphlet, 


The pamphlet, entitied, "DTA STAMTSSICHE RHE ITSDIFNST" 
(The State Security Service - i.e., MPS), prepared by the 
UJ (Free Jurists in vest Berlin) prior to 196°, conteins 
very interesting information on peges 5° through 7° regard— 
ing 4°5 interrogetion methods end the menner in which 
prisoners of the Soviets end iS ure handled from the 
moment. of their errest to their finkl sentencing in typical 
Show trials, The UFJ has beckeé up this information with 
severe] actus] case histories end mentions precise uanes, 
dates, end places involved to present authentic reports, 
The two examples, illustreting vell soviet end Test Geruan 
interrogation methods, cited below were extracted frow the 
UFJ booklet, 


ALFRED FUNTISCH, born Getober 23, 197", resided 
in Fest Germany st Lauchhampcy, where he -orked in the local 
machine fectory. in March 6, 1-53, ne mede critical rerarks 
about STALIN, who hed just cieé, ané mentioned hie hope for 
a unificd Sermany., He made these remarks emong fellow workers, 
two deys leter, he wes arrested by three MFC officere, who 
took him to the local MFS office. After e complete physicel 
check of his clothes enc body, he vas permitted to keep only 
his shirt, trousers end Jecke+, and ves then pleced in a cell, 
After severzl hours, he vas taken tc the interrogetion room 
‘and questioned by severe? 'F5 offielale for four hours, ‘le 
statements et the factory and other renaris he hed made ere 
repest«d to him and he wes accused of having criticized the 
regime, which he cenied, Two MPS interrogetere repeatedly 
hit him in the fece with their fiets, ceusing him to fell 
from his cheir repeetedly and to lese consciousness. Then & ah 
confession wes demsiced in return for cigercites and e promise 
of release from jetl. After continued refusal +9 confess, 
KUNTZSCH wes agein beeten, He ves then returned ‘o hte cell, 
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in the second interregetica, che report 
from his fellow worker, ANF ED Sow Eye: Ty Tegewing 
the inciden? and hia remacke vas finsliy chown the ec~ 
cusec after specific stetements, YUNTIOTY hed néede only 
dn the inforuent's pré sence, were nentioned to prove the 
Bceurecy of the cccusetion, ‘ven thea the prisoner refused 
to makc o fuli confession and wes égain maitrested, His 
resietence was finally broken when he was threstsned with 
the arrest of his wife and children, 


when ,UNTZSCH wes ucved several cays efter 
hia original arrest to the pre-trinl judga, he vaa teld to 
Bln rf stetement that he confessed volunterily and «without 
ecercion, FUNTZSCH pointed te his seers and other merke 
of violence end refused to Sign the statement, He was then 
placed in e dark and camp vasewont cell without windows of 
very small size and furceé to stand in it up to 14 hours, 
When he collapsed. Ye was revived with water, anc when 
again threstened vith furtner detention in the same cell, 
he signed the stetenent, 


In sudsequen! daterrogations snd white being 
photogrephed, he wes placed in a Slindiag flocdiight slihough 
he ves highly sensitive to any light end elmost blind. He 
was given « defense lawyer *he Gay of and very shortly before 
the tclel, et which the prosecutor demanded a sentence of 
Seven and e heif yesrs in the eenitentlery, He was given 
a4 two end « half yeer sentence, vhich ves later curtailed 
when LUNT2SCH in view of his dnereasing Dlindnese, induced 
beceuse of the intervogetions fecing the Slocdlighte, was 
unable to leave the prison hospital, 


MARTIN POHL, bom Merch Ad, 1020, a Joumaliat, 
workecé from 1947 to 195 #s editorial trainee for the Teast 
Berlin Communist youth orgenizeiion magezine, (FiJ-Zedtachrift) 
“JUNGE. MELT." There he become éecquainted with the editor 
LOTHAR LINE. After LINE fled is Vest sberlin in the spring 
“of 1OScC, LIN telephoned POHL. end crrangeé vith POHL -e meet= 
ing in ‘iest Berlin, “his telephone call, epperently made to 
POHL's office, hed dSecome hotwn ty the mein editardel office 
of the megezine, causing the responsible steff wembers +» 
Giscuss the propused mecting ei‘h PLHL end threetening hin 
with immediete Clemtscel showé he keep the appcintsent, POHL 
therefore €4é not geet LINE 2s ecuecweeé rnd cleo bad no 
further contect with LIN, et an; time lster, 
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. On February 22, 1553, 70H was unexpectedly 
arrested in hie nome im the boviet cector of Berlin, le 
wee tekon i¢ the }@0 pre-trial prison and eccused of having 
comaitted cgpionage sgainst Test “rmany on behelf of the 
Americens. 2 LHL wae completely amazed at the charges and 
eoulé mot understand shy he weuld be secuacd of such activ—- 
ity. After many long interregations for one week, the 
interroguicra finally mentioned the name LINK, “hereupon 
POHL explaince that he had never vecn LINK aguin afier hie 
flight to Yept Berlin in 1¢4¢c, 


In apite of his repeated denials of guili 
and contect with LINK or the U.S, Intelligence Service, 
PGHL continued to be interrogeted from six to seven houre 
each night for epproximately three weeks, POHL was not 
permitted to asleep in the daytine in his cell and was unable 
to vest during the night when his interrogetions took plece, 
‘While detained in his solitary and illuminated cell, POHL 
would be awakened by the guard at once whenever he fell 
asleep on his smell stool, on which he ves forced ta sit, 
At thoee times, the guard would loudly rap on the cell door 
and yel? end cuss out the prisoner, Because of his extrome 
exhaustion, PUHL finally geve up further resistance end 
decided to make a felec confession, He then claimed to have 
met LINE twiee in vest Berlin in May 1950, 


cs “Seon after his "confession" wes written up 
and eigned, POHL was placed in another cell, in which a 
certein FUCHS, the onetime press secretary of the ousted 
Eaat German Foreign Minister, DY RTINGFR, wae aleo detained, 
FUCHS strongly advised PUHL to not make further incriminating 
and false gtatementa but to renounce hie alleged eonfession, 
POHL followed thie advice during the next interrogation and 
the investigator finally accepted his deniel, making an of- 
ficial record thereof. Ispecially at this interrogation, 
Dut also in previoua onog, PHL was always yelled et, cussed 
out, and tregied in a degrading manner 10 cause him to loge 
his self-confidence, 


Until mid-June 1953, POHL wae interrogetcd three 
tines weekly, anc thereefter egain at longer intervels. & 
finel attempt to yet obtain e« confession from PUHL wee made 
when he was threatened vith indefinite detention prior to 
trial, in another ettenpt by the MPL, LIN. and POHL were 
confronted while UINY openly eccused POHL of espionage, ince. 
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PURL hed actuglly hed no eontect sith LIMF or the 
Americane, and LIN! mist have known thie cleo, it 4s 
evident thet LINE must have deen forced as well by the 
HFS to fabricete a confceeion end implicete sthere for 
the geke of termineting the ordeesl of interrogation and 
pre-triel dciention herdships. In spite of his unchengeé 
Statenent of innocence, PHL vas Placed on trial in 
Chemnitz, ast Germany, where he end other éefendants 
were sentenced on November 5, 1953 to four years in the 
penitentiary. ‘The prosecution hed demanded 6 five year 
Bentence. The principal Gefendant, LOTHAR LINK waa 
Sentenced in a separate proceeding of the same court to 
ten years in the penitentiery on July 7, 1953, : 


‘POHL found out that enother defendent, also 
& former cditor of the "JUNGE WELT," one PETER LFFOLD, had 
sleo mede e false confession and hed then eimilerly re- 
tracted his confession, Ags LEFULL subsequently explained 
to POHL, he could not have met LINH in Weat Berlin on the 
dates claimed by LINK because he (LEFOLD) wags not even in Sent or 
West Berlin during that period. In the main court session 
trying POHL and LFFCLD, both were sentenced to four yeers 
dn prison, however, The reason why the trial took place in 
Chemnitz, en area in which none of the defendants had resided 
previously or had even worked, was unknown to POHL, POHL 
later fled to Yest Berlin efter his release in Fest Ge rmany 
end made & sworn stetement to the UFJ on April 1%, 1955, 
Tegarding this experience, 


Before cloging any final analysis of Soviet 
and Conmminiest interrogation methods, the following cases 
should be studied closely insemuch as they serve well es 
typicel exsmples of brutality and ruthless interrogetion, 


One is the investigation and prosecution in 
Hungary of CARDINAL MINDOEN'Y, who is curreatly protected 
by the United Stetes Fmbassy in Hungery eagninet further 
Persecution by the AV. (Hungarian Communiac cecurity and 
Counterintelligence crganizetion), MIMIGFNTY wes arrested 
and accused of having committed treason and Bubversion 
ageinst the Communist Hungerien Pecple's fepublic, After 
very lonz end extrezely exhausting interrogations, MINLSENTY 
wee triud in & show trial end given a long sentence, During 
the trial, he eppeered to be a broken ran, having the ap- 
pearence of e hypnotized or drugged person, #8 far as I know, 
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the methods of degradation of the spirit, of exhaustion 
through lack cf rest and physical eas well es nervous 
tension, and of interminable accusstiong end threats 
finally ceused the cardinal to break dowm in his re- 
asigtence, It is wikmown to me if any druga vere used 

but I believe, having reed published articles by knowledgable 
writers in which the u.e of atrong coffee wes mentioned 

ap one practice to keep MINDSENTY eaweke over long perioda 
and prevent rest for the sccuged, that the purpose of the 
use of drugs had been achieved. 


Another case is the prosecution ard trial 
of KADAR, the current head of the Hungarlen Communist Party 
and State regime, XADAR was aubjected to even worse treet- 
mente and inhumane hendling by the AVS, when he was ac- 
eused of anti-Stalinist actione end tendencies prior to the 
death of STALIN, Although KADAR's suffering may not be 
described to any Americen investigators or writers by any 
available witnesses, it was reported, 1 believe, by JAMES A.

Murder by Soviet ageata to eliminate political 
' foes, knowledgeble defectors, former Communiste who left the 
Perty to fight Communism from the “est, and eny other sappo- 
aition considered tos dangerous to be permitted to continue 
their activities, is known well as one method of gaining 
political ends at all cost. / perfect cxemple of this

In. view of the ruthlesencece 2f covdet ectivitics 
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in #11 fields of intelligence, esptonege, euoversicn, and 
counterinteiiigence, particuleriy concerning ‘‘estern turcpe, 
the problem of taking cffective United Stetes counter 
meosures without reverting i> similar tactics or utilizing 
such drestic actions as to seriously endanger cur denocrstic 
Oroccsses hrs been and may well continue to be e major reeaon 
why Covlet ects of aggression and terror are difficult to 
combet, 7 em convinced, on the basis of 15 ycers of practical 
experience in Berlin and confronting the Soviets and their 
Communist ecllaboratora in continuous "front line ection," 
thet until now the overell efforts end apecific rctivities 

by the responsibl. United States agencies were rather optimist4- 
cally vie rd aa adequete, or even effective, and fully 
sufficient for the future without, hovever, having been 
carried out on a scele really needed to achieve complete 
Western protection egeinst future Soviet threats, 


it is impossible to plece the blame on any 
particular individual, Such etterpts of improving our ef- 
ficiency and incressing our effort would, in my opinion, ffeil 
to provide e sound plan for better measures, It would only 
result in accusations and excuses by the agencies concemed, 
Also, I know that & very large number of highly dedicated anc 
cepeble Americens in ell branches of the government and abroad 
have done ell they could to slert the public end obtsin deciaione 
and fevorsble results in fighting Communist eggression and terror, 
But it must be realized that no metter how mich any such activities 
se counterintelligence, security regulations, intelligence end 
espionage ects, and influencing politdicelly foreign countries 
and their populetions, may be distasteful to or considered an 
essential e¢vil by many loyal, although poorly informed smericena 
(ineluding some responsible government officials) the United 
Stetes end its foreign ellies will be ine fear more perilous 
position, unless we become much more active and concemed re- 
garding Nestern security end our true political eatrength versus 
Communism.

SPD functionary and member of the "House of Representatives, 
HERBERT WEMND KR, for instance, vsho hed becn a leeding Com- 
munist before “Vsrld Yar II end broke with the Party because 
of Soviet domination and his recognition of errors in Com- 
munie. doctrines, wes the terget of numerous Soviet ab- 
duction attempte in his Vest Germen home town of Hamburg, 

He knows Communist ruthlessness personally and serves es 

an ¢xcelient example of Goviet terror practices, Even 
though he is a recognized and well known political figure, 
the Communists did not hesitate +2 ettenpt to eliminstc hin 
through physical violence, Yet, except for a onetime report- 
ing of the atteupts to abduct or asgesainate him, very little 
publicity has been given these sttempta,) 


One weakness in Americen policy and ections 
dn Germany was the reluctance to demend Full recomition 
of occupetion rights and constent reapeet from ali Geran 
officials end politicians, especially those in regponsibic 
positions in the Soviet Zone, when desiing with or referring 
to United States authoritics, regardless of contrary Soviet 
politicel aims and dumination. The Soviets end their Germen 
collaboretors regerd the un-dllingness by leeding United 
States officiels toqenly exercise their rights es a control- 
ling power during conduct toward Germans end handling Ton- 
munista 68 an obvious political weekneas insterd of, a8 
sincerely intended by the Americens, an effort to be con- 
siderete end feir toverd all Germans, Believing the Am ricens 
week and vell-meening, the Sovlets were encoureged to beesme. 
Increasingly brezen in their disregard for human valuea and 
freedom in Cermany, but per*feulariy eoncerming residents 
of “estern occupied territery. ‘They eccordingly aseumd 
that the United States Government ves not sufficiently serious 
or sincere in their declared sccupetion poliey and plans for 
e@ unified and independently demsere tic Cermeny to be willing 
anc prepared to take dregtic action, even rilitery meesures,

occupying power, euch es the fmericens, never apparently 
caused the leest concern or imacdiate counter nessures by 
the responsible Unitcd States oceupetion officials to 
clarify onec and fur rll the correct stetus of those Tast 
Germans end the Communists in Germany. Aside from oftentimes 
effective ectiona end protesta by GLNI “AL HOSLFY, toc few 
euch energetic steps cere ever teken by the Americens to

Unforiuneiely, Soviet actions in organizeing 
and strengthening tvo years efter “orld War Il Fest German 
armed forces end security organizations (such as the FS}, 
while Vest Gersany «ee neither Teerming nor established 
Similar security agencies, were never officially publicize. 
nor strongly protested by the United Dtatcs Gove mont, 
although detedled end timely reacrts were forvardced regard-

The fect that certain United Stetes officinis 
in Temnany intenticneliy cr Anecrertently defeated the beat 
Americen intereata {n Sermany by playing int.)

ection tc insist on its announced policies being carried 

out in spite of Goviet ebfections ar tack cf eroperetion, 
Such Amuerican officisis, ee the former heed of the 24s 
(Office “il, Gov't, U.S,) Redto Brench anc his deputy, 
having vbesn ective Communists before, tock actions shortly 
efter the Soviet Blockade of Berlin seriously affecting 

the personnel end effectiveness of broadcasts by PIAS 

(U.S. sponsored Fadic in Berlin), Through their desteions, 
a powerful transmitter vas not used in Berlin es originally 
prenned, ercent ond populer supporters of official] American 
policies end imcrests in Furcope, aa the excellent com 
mMentators VON ViRALY end PUGEN HARTMANN, were not only fired 
without notice or due ceuse but even prevented frou regrin- 
ing cther employment, and redio commentators vere selected 
“who openly as well as secretly supported leftist and SPD 
interegis strongly opposing Western militery preparedness, 
such aw NATC, and efforts to contain Soviet eggreasion, 
Other Independent “IAS comecntators, such as FENST TILLICH, 
whe also staunchly backed United Stetes policy, were dropped 
ee well ate later date, This lack of understanding by 
certain Ancutcan _£ficdiais abrosrd (in this cese, Berlin), 
regerding the Importance cf fostering end constantly helping 
the trul locel friends of Americe, wee greetly responsible 
for resentaent, despeir, end doubt in the wisdem of openly 
endorsing United Ctates interesta in the face of constant 
Communist intrigues, infiltration, and frequent acta of 
violence, egainst which meny once enger friends of the United 
States were not even adequately protected, fithouph the 
aforencntioned OMG'S offictels were finally ousted in 1°53 
(shorily before CHAS ceaued to exist enywey), the Redic 
Branch chief, while etill. claiming to represent United States 
intercata at the Copenhagen International Sroadessting 
Conference in 1947, permitted the Soviets to obtain the best 
poasible radio frequencies for lest German stations sending 
strong Communist propegende throughout Ccrmany. 


Ancther serious dravbeck preventing «ffective 
proteative action egeinst abductions end similar trensgressions 
into Yestern territory vas the inadequete petrolling by 
Wester police end security forces et the Soviet Zone snd 
Sector borders. After a particularly alarming series of 
abductiong dn ast Berlin, I reecmmendec +: ‘he then

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be increased ts permit closer exsiiingtion of suspleious 
cars ent persens end to record license pletes for ready 
counterinielZigence refercnee, He fgreecé that such 
meésurce sould be excerleat but pointed out +ha tap 
level politicel estas end Giplematic consideretions ver 
strongly opposed t: such action, es “the Soviets could 
capitalize on such steps to accuse the fIneTicens of 
sebcteging Srmen vevnificetion and intensifying +he 
Bepsretion of Germany." (The letter remarks were more or 
less those of leading United Stetes officials who feared 
such consequences.) FPreedor: of interzonal movement wes 
strongly demended by the hizhest American officials ane 
then actuelly established 4n spite of continued Soviet 
travel restrictions, This poliey may have been cineere ly 
considered ase wey by the Americans t. provide the 
desired freedom of movement for ell Germans, but it 
certainly permitted the Soviets to infiltrate the Yeat 
with increased eese end effort while still preventing 
Western powers equal end proper tecers to bast Germany 

in return. 


My urgent recommendatione cre that the United 
Statee intelligence ond sceurlty agencies be built up end 
expanded to become more effective and constitute a true 
deterrent to further Soviet and Communiat aggression and 
subversion, thet operstionel needs in this respect ere 
not disregarded or inecequately met within, for inatance, 
militery intelligence and Security organizetions for the 
seke of overriding administrative or budgetary policy con- 
Biderstions, that the intelligence and foreign area 
specielists of the United States Goverment end forcce ere 
not lost to the security effort beceuse of atrict edherencee 
to such "ferrfyl or cautious" Yegulationa es any recent 
foreign netionglity, foreign Spouses, or unwillingness +- 
evant necessary waivers for their utilizetion and retention
